CHARLOTTE'S  FINE  COURTHOUSE. 

A  FEATURE  of  improvements  in  the  South  is  the  many  new  municipal  buildings  that  have  been  erected,  are 
under  contract,  or  in  contemplation.  Considerable  attention  is  given  to  the  introduction  of  progressive  ideas  in 
these  structures,  and  as  a  result  there  is  to  be  seen  many  pleasing  examples  of  Architecture  in  this  direction. 
Herewith  is  illustrated  the  New  Temple  of  Justice  for  Mecklenburg  County,  North  Carolina.  It  is  one  of  the  best 
in  the  .State.  It  occupies  the  site  of  Queen  Anne's  Museum,  built  in  1776,  on  Tryon  street.  The  building  is  of 
fireproof  construction,  75.\i2o  feet,  with  granite  foundations  and  approaches.  Buff  brick  and  buff  stone  facade,  marble 
floors,  and  hardwood  finish  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  building.  It  is  regarded  as  a  remarkable  building  for  the  cost, 
f5o,ooo,  and  much  credit  is  given  the  County  Commissioners  for  the  wisdom  of  their  choice.  The  Architect,  Frank  P. 
Milburn,  of  Columbia,  S.  C,  and  Charlotte,  N.  C,  was  selected,  after  plans  prepared  by  twenty-seven  prominent  Architects 
from  all  parts  of  the  United  States  had  been  examined.  The  principal  entrance  is  quite  imposing,  with  open  portico 
above,  surmounted  by  a  large  dome  of  pleasing  proportions. — Manufacturers'  Record,  October  2,  1896.

The  Architect  is  regarded  as  an  almost  useless  expense  by  some  people.  There  must  be  some  reason  why  this 
profession  should  be  so  little  understood.  Architecture  is  in  its  nature  a  peculiar  profession,  a  combination  of  art, 
science  and  business.  The  aim  of  all  good  Architects  from  earliest  antiquity  has  been  to  build  permanently  and  to 
build  nobly.  Civilization  has  no  exponent  more  sensitive  than  Architecture,  for  it  is  an  art  not  only  absolutely  indis- 
pensable, but  which  adapts  itself  practically  and  aesthetically  to  the  conditions  of  things  among  which  it  grows. 

The  charges  of  all  reputable  Architects  are  the  same.  It  is  poor  economy  to  employ  a  man  who  does  not  know  his 
business  because  his  price  is  less.     Vou  pay  more  for  what  you  get,  but  do  not   know  it.

SOME  FACTS. 

Heavy  excavations  should  not  l)e  made  during  July  and  August  in  our  southern  climate. 

Lay  foundations  with  cement  mortar.     In  freezing  weather  keep  the  brick  dry;  in  hot  weather  wet  them. 

All  floors  should  be  double.  The  rough  floor  in  frame  buildings  should  extend  to  siding  iind  will  make  a  very 
good  fire-stop,  as  this  will  catch  falling  mortar  from  the  plastering. 

Make  wide  verandas,  and  avoid  using  sap   flooring. 

Avoid  openings  to  attic  or  resting  places  for  birds  at  the  cornice  line. 

Do  not  lay  wood  shingles  in  lead  paint;  it  rots  them. 

Use  only  dry  lumber  for  finish,  and  avoid  using  green  lumber  in  the  frame. 

Attics  should  be  well  ventilated  to  carry  out  the  heated  air  between  ceiling  and  roof. 

Chimneys  should  be  built  from  the  ground.  Make  walls  of  flues  not  less  than  8  inches  thick;  flues  for  stove,  8 
inches  square;  flue  for  fireplace  n;it  less  than  8x12  inches. 

Two-thirds  of  the  fires  are  caused  by  defective  flues  and  4-inch  walls.  Chimney  tops  should  be  laid  in  cement 
mortar. 

Hearths  for  fireplaces  should  be  laid   in  cement  mortar  in  order  to  prevent  rats  and  mice  from  undermining  them- 

Avoid  carpet  strips  l>etween  connecting  doors.     They  are  troublesome  to  the  housekeeper. 

See  that  your  gas  or  electric  outlets  are  located  to  be  convenient,  and  in  the  places  most  needed. 

.See  that  proper  spaces  are  provided  for  beds,  bureaus,  buffets,  etc. 

Doors  should  not  open  into  closets  or  hallways. 

Doors  to  buildings  where  large  gatherings  are  held  should  open  outside. 

Locate  dining-room  according  to  prevailing  breeze  in  summer. 

Closets,  moth-proof,  can  be  had  by  using  cedar  ceiling. 

Provide  picture  moulding.    This  saves  the  damage  to  plastering. 

Staircases  should  be  wide,  well  lighted,  and  have  wide  step  with  easy  rise;  6>i  inches  is  good  heigh'.
